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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The proposed reply filed on March 19, 2004 has been entered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "substrate tray having depressions 
therein with a substrate in each said depression, each depression having a hole" (Claim 1 , lines 6- 
7) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: "410" in Figure 4. A 
proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the 
reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

It is unclear as to the relative dimensions (depth, width, and length) of the depression, 
substrate, hole, protrusion, and the vacuum pad, and/or how far the protrusion goes through the 
hole, and/or how far the substrate is lifted from the substrate tray and/or depression as recited in 
claim 1 since these dimensions are critical in the process of ensuring proper contact between the 
substrate and the vacuum pads of the lifting device 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent No. 
6,019,564 to Kiyokawa et al. 

Regarding claim 1, Kiyokawa et al disclose a method comprising the step of: providing a 
substrate tray (4) having depressions (top half of recess 5) therein in with a substrate (IC) in each 
the depression, each depression having a hole (Fig. 3); providing and raising a plate (12-14 and 
20) with a plurality of protrusions (20) through the tray, with each protrusion going through a 
different hole and maintaining the level or leveling the substrate in the corresponding 
depressions (Col. 9, lines 40-41) while lifting the substrate concurrently with the other of the

plurality of protrusion (Col. 10, line 53); providing and then lowering the lifting device (3) 
having vacuum pads (Col. 5, line 24) onto the tray; stopping the lifting device when the vacuum 
pads come into contact with the substrate (Col. 7, lines 15-19); and applying vacuum to 
temporary attach the substrate to the vacuum pads (Col. 7, lines 21-22 and Col. 10, lines 47-50). 
Regarding claims 2-7, see Figs. 1 and 3-4. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kiyokawa et al in 
view of Canella. 

Kiyokawa et al disclose the protrusion are arranged in a linear array (corresponding to the 
pick up heads in figure 1) except that they are not in a strip and a plurality of strips are joined to 
form the plate; however, Canella' s Figs. 2, 5-7 show the protrusions (30) are arranged in a linear 
array on the strip and the plurality of the strips are joined to form the plate (110) for increasing 
the efficiency of throughput and decreasing the complexity of required device handling 
equipment (Col 1, line to Col. 2, line 2). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Kiyokawa et al to have the protrusions 
are arranged in a linear array on the strip and the plurality of the strips are joined to form the 
plate as taught by Canella for decreasing the complexity of required device handling equipment. 
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Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
